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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 1 -20 are currently pending. Please take notice of the election to species 
requirement in paragraph 2. To be fully responsive, applicant must fulfill this 
requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are 
not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The composition of Asiasari Radix extract is involved in enhance memory (see 

Abstract, Han et al., 2003, Brain Research, 974, 193-201). The claims are not involved 
in hair loss or growth; therefore, the reference shows that the claimed composition has 
a different use then the uses claimed. The reference establishes that the extract is 
known, thus the claims lack unity of invention. 

The species are as follows: 

Applicant must elect a specific extractant for Claims 13, 14. 
Applicant must elect a specific inhibitor of 5 alpha-reductase activity for Claim 16. 
Applicant must elect a specific activator of hair follicle cells for Claim 16. 
Applicant must elect a further comprising ingredient for Claims 18, 19. 
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Applicant must enumerate all of the components to be in the elected 
composition. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added.
